or pheasant was 
lo-lay issued by the 
Wild 
Life League 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
which has been investigating the con­ 
ditions of this 
game lord throughout 
the state. 
The appeal which was is­ 
sued 
by the league 
field 
secretary, 
Hines B Samson, 
of Pittsburgh, re­ 
veals that lh** birds are suffering not 
only from two successive poor hatch­ 
ing seasons, but from a serious and 
deadly epidemic. 
“ It should he 
remembered that the 
ruffed grouse is not like the English 
pheasant or even the quail,” says the 
appeal. 
“ It is |M>MMb!e 
to buy a few 
quail 
or ringnecks, but there is 
no 
place in th** 
world where the 
ruffed 
grouse 
can be bought and once 
the 
aced stock 
is exterm inated 
or holily 
reduced, the bird, 
lik«* tin* passenger 
pigeon, 
cannot come 
back and 
will 
disappear entirely. 
If the sportsmen 
of Pennsylvania are such poor sports- 
m *n that they 
w ill not waive a sea­ 
son’s 
shooting to save

game bird in their woods, the league 
will be disappointed in them."

The registration of the women of 
Adams County to work to win the war 
is 
being continued 
throughout 
the 
month 
of November. 
It is part of 
th* State-wide movement. 
With hundreds of thousands of men 
taken for military purposes and taken 
from ordinary productive employment 
to do work directly essential to arm y 
and navy preparedness, there has been 
created a labor shortage. 
The short­ 
age 
is all the 
more acute 
because 
greatly increased 
production in every 
useful industry is made absolutely im­ 
perative. 
Th** 
manpower 
shortage 
means that new labor sources must be 
tapped to supply 
sufficient workers. 
Women—and particularly women who 
have not been required to toil for their 
living—constitute tho most im portant 
undeveloped labor reserve in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
W om en in 
Europe 
and in Canada 
have considered it a privilege to work 
for 
their country 
during the 
war. 
They have stretched their free hours 
to 
the utmost; they have 
curtailed 
their 
private work 
in the home 
in 
many ways to enable 
them to give 
some tim** to service for their coun­ 
try. 
Th** women of leisure have a n ­ 
sw ered heavy, exacting ta*ks, while the 
working women have entered into the 
skilled labor class and ar** making lK*t- 
ter wages than they have ever made. 
The registration 
of women in the 
United States is the first effort made 
here to line up the woman power anti 
to classify that power. 
Registration 
should come in at once. 
The Committee 
of Public 
Safety 
endorse* the registration of women to 
the full, when the .Secretary writes to 
the Governor of Pennsylvania, saying: 
“The Committee deems the success of 
this movement of very great moment 
to this Commonwealth, in view of the 
urgent requests from many industries 
throughout the state, 
which are al­ 
ready suffering 
from inability to *e- 
cure necessary labor.” 
Women will not be urged to do work 
for 
which they are 
untitled, should 
they register with the Council of N a­ 
tional Defense for service. 
They w ill 
not la* urged to special effort if they 
are already occupied. 
They will not 
he held 
to any promise 
of service 
should their circumstances change a f ­ 
ter they offer their service. 
There are 
large opportunities for women in com­ 
mercial ami industrial work, if they 
are willing to help their country d u r­ 
ing the period 
of the war, at least. 
Registration for service will put wo­ 
men in line for good positions. 
H arrisburg 
has 
already 
formed 
classes in telegraphy, 
under the in­ 
spection 
of women, 
for war 
work.

Dr. H. A. Garfield, the government's 
fuel administrator, says: 
* *Tt Is the duty of every American 
to save coal this winter. 
If every fam­ 
ily will save a ton of coal, if every In* 
tlustrlal plant will save IO p^r cent of 
the coal It use*, which IO per cent It 
now wastes, the eoul problem will be 
largely solved.” 
Several chunnel* of heat waste are 
common In American homes. One Is 
the chimney, through which an enor­ 
mous amount of heat Is wasted. 
Win­ 
dows and loosely constructed roofs 
provide other means of loss. 
At a 
time like this, when fuel Is scarce and 
Hie government needs all the coal It 
can get for war work, all such leak­ 
ages should be stopped as much as 
possible.

German* lu the trenches and some 
times obtain valuable information re­ 
garding German plan*.

with a certain air of melancholy about 
blin. 
No author need imagine these 
things for Meriwether Lewis—there 
wa* mystery and romance In all his 
life. Dead at thirty-five years of age.

veloped in a splendid reticence which 
shielded fiiiu against all the world. 
That mystery exists even today. The 
full story of his life has never been 
told, and may never be told. In short. 
he was a hero. with all the elements 
of heroism. Of him certainly It might 
be written that he lived always a gen­ 
tleman unafraid.

HOW INDIANS CATCH SALMON

The Indians fish for salmon with a 
'•grabbook.” a large iron hook fastened 
to a pole by a looae cord three or four 
feet long. A hole at th** blunt end of 
the hook that slips over the tip of the 
pole keep* It lu place until the fish Is 
hooked. Then the hook is pulled off the 
pole ami the cord gives the fisherman a 
elmnce to play hi* fish la necessary be­ 
fore dragging it ashore. 
Th** books 
are made by the blacksmith, but the 
]>oles. about twenty feet in length, the 
Indian* make themselves of red fir. the 
Southern Workman ways. 
Taking a rough piece of dry wood of 
the required length, they patiently 
work at it with drawshave sud knife 
until It Is the right aire and tapered 
to suit the workman.

T-Rail 
Toboggan 
Which Takes Them to Shaft 
Openings In a Hurry.

Orrtanna, Pa 
A queer giavity railroad schema is 
in use among the miners In the Inman 
district of Tennessee, not far from tho 
town of South Pittsburg. The region I 
has, by the way more different kinds 
of means of transportation than any 
other in the world. The range is from 
the steeply Inclined cable road that 
runs up Lookout mountain, not so 
many miles away, to the idea that the 
miners evolved for themselves after 
watching section bosses use gravity 
cars for coasting down the mountains. 
The mines nestle in a valley at the 
foot of a series of hills, and the rail­ 
road track winds its tortuous way 
from the mine openings up to the 
heights that lead to the outside world. 
Many of the miners live in the set­ 
tlements on the hills, and it is a long 
way to the shaft openings. One day 
some bright genius discovered that a 
mule shoe would fit over the top of 
the T-rall that marked the course of 
the railroad. 
It was but mu inventive step to at­ 
tach the shoe to a short board and 
then slip the mountain rail sled over 
the track, says an exchange. Then all 
Mr. Miner had to do was to balance 
himself, pick up his feet aud transport 
miner, pick and dinner bucket down 
the mountain to work. Of course, it 
was one w’ay traffic for which the 
road got no money, but there was no 
conductor, no strap hanging and no 
stopping to buy tickets on the mule 
shoe route. 
Early any morning the stranger may 
tee the miner# come along with their 
mule shoe toboggans, calmly take a 
seat and begin the descent. 
A pick handle, stick or the foot 
serves as a brake to regulate the speed 
of the Incline railway.

Wetkly reports to the postoffice de- ! 
•pertinent show a steady Improvement 
In the postal service at the military 
cantonments. 
This service has been 
retarded ss remarkably good from the 
first, considering the short notice of its 
establishment and the difficulties to 
bs overcome. 
Recent reports show j 
that now almost the only hindrance to 
the prompt delivery of mail to the sol­ 
diers is due to letters and package* 
being Improperly addressed. There I* 
ffi pome instance* * lack of adequate * 
building space ami of help, hut this 
operates to the inconvenience and over­ 
work of the postal official*, rather than 
to any delay In the delivery of letters. 
Th# military authorities everywhere 
are co-operating effectively with the 1 
postmasters, 
lf core Is taken to ad­ 
dress mail properly Its speedy delivery 
it assured. 
The reorganisation of the army has 
jiven some trouble on account of new 
designations and alignm ents. 
This 
has been overcome by messengers from 
tbs military headquarters calling at 
th* postoffice ♦>ach day to procure Im- J 
properly addressed mall, taking It to 
the division staff officer*, who supply 
the deficiencies In address and then re­ 
turn the mall to the cantonment post­ 
office, where It Is properly distributed 
and delivered to mall orderlies for 
delivery. 
Delivery la Prompt. 
Nearly all the reports state that de­ 
livery Is prompt and that there la lit- 
tit or no congestion. 
Most of them 
state either that no complaints have 
been received or that the complaints 
pre few. 
When difficulties are encountered. 
Immediate effort Is made to correct 
them, and In ell esses Improvement of 
condition* is shown. 
Moat complaints relate to the com­ 
fort of the employees, not to anything 
affecting the distribution of the mall. 
Lack of beat and need for more room 
art reported from several camps.

Think of a great deserted! ship, 545 
feet long. 70 feet wide and over 50 
feet deep, aa black and forbidding as a 
Siberian copper mine, with not a ray j 
of light from the uppermost deckhouse 
to the caverns of the lowest holds, In i 
the damp and slimy bilges, or in the 
rooms filled with engines, pumps, dyna­ 
mos. pipes and valves without number. 
Think of exploring It, single-handed, 
with the warning fresh Id your ears 
that it is full of pitfalls, bombs and 
death-traps; that every door you touch 
will set off an explosive which will 
blhw you Into eternity; that every 
ladder you step on will send you 
sprawling down a bottomless chasm, 
and that, lf you value your life, you 
most not touch a thln^—wood, metal 
or cloth—without first Investigating It. 
How would yon like to explore such 
a ship with only a flashlight to guide 
you through the abysmal blackness, 
and with no means of communicating 
with friends on the top deck once you 
start on your perilous Journey? This 
was the task assigned to a certain en­ 
gineer in New York shortly after the 
government seized the interned Her­ 
man ships In this country, says the 
Popular Science Monthly.
